He maintained that affluency 
has permitted us to liv e phy si­ 
cally separated fro m o thers, es­ 
pecially at a y o ung ag e, the re­ 
sult o f which has been the de­ 
v elo pment 
o f 
an 
emo tio nal 
separateness fro m o thers and 
also fro m o urselv es. 


Dr. Bettelheim u sed the ex am ­ 
p le o f sev eral y o u ng children 
sharing o ne bed to ex p lain ho w 
p hy sical c l o s e n e s s co nditio ns 
them to hav e a feeling o f emo ­ 
tio nal clo seness. The children, he 
said, q u ickly learn ho w to lie, 
mo v e and ro ll o v er so as no t to 
distu rb sleep ing p artners. 


If the o thers are distu rbed, the 
p sy chiatrist rem arked, 
no 
o ne 
gets any sleep and the distu rber 
is chastised o ne way o r ano ther. 
Managing to keep eno u gh co v er 
fo r warm th witho u t p u lling to o 
m any co v ers fro m o ne’s sleep ing 
p artners is ano ther learning ex ­ 
p erience o ne has when liv ing in 
clo se p ro x imity to o thers. 
In su ch a situ atio n as sharing 
the co mmo n bed, a child is en­ 
gaged in a learning ex p erience 
in which his bo dy and his em o ­ 
tio ns are bo th inv o lv ed, 
There is no healthier learning 
ex p erience fo r the y o u ng child 
than when the bo dy and emo tio ns 
bo th are co nscio u sly inv o lv ed in 
the activ ity engaged in, acco rd 
ing to Dr. Bettelheim. 
The p sy cho lo gist asserted o ne 
child in his o wn bed lo ses this 
v alu able learning ex p erience. 
It is a g ro ss o v ersimplifica­ 
tio n to say this ex plains the 
no ted teacher's theo ry but, in 
essence, he believ es this early 
ex perience o f a separate phy sic­ 
ally ex istence is larg ely the 
reaso n we no w liv e in a culture 
which 
emphasizes 
sex 
and 
drug s. 
Pu shing the no tio n farther than 
Dr. Bettelheim to o k it, we co u ld 
su ggest that to day ’s sm aller fam 
ilies affo rd less chance fo r chil­ 
dren to learn when to p u sh and 
when to back o ff in their relatio ns 
with o thers. 
The Vienna-bo rn p ro fesso r, who 
has been in this co u ntry since 
1939, asserted the new freedo m 
to day co ncerning sex is the by ­ 
p ro du ct o f an effo rt to o v erco me 
feelings o f p hy sical and emo tio n­ 
al alo neness, and that the cu rrent 
p o p u l a r i t y 
o f 
ex p erim enta 
tio n with dru gs co mes fro m an 
attem p t to relate o u rselv es, in­ 
clu ding o u r bo dies, in a mo re 
p leasu rable o r 
p sv ehe-satisfy ing 
way to the env iro nment we are 
ex p eriencing. 
Neither will gain fo r u s what 
is so u ght, the go o d do cto r ad­ 
v ised, 
su ggesting that what is 
no t learned by ex p erience at a 
y o u ng age canno t be co mp ensated 
fo r becau se “ later (in age) p hy s 
ical clo seness nev er makes u p 
fo r a lack o f emo tio nal clo seness 
no t learned at an early age.”

What happen s when people are 
thrown ou t of work? 


In mid-April su bstan tial redu c­ 
tion s in employ men t by the n a­ 
tion ’s bu sin ess was reported by 
j 
the research staff of the Nation al 
Federation of In depen den t Bu si­ 
n ess. 


This data, based on the first 
15,000 respon den ts for the 1967 
y ear-lon g con tin ou s su rv ey show­ 
ed that 15 per cen t of those drop­ 
pin g employ es report su ch action 
was n ecessary du e to the impo­ 
sition of the n ew min imu m wage 
laws. This resu lt is n oted largely 
in the smaller commu n ities an d 
the ru ral areas. 
Seekin g the hu man factors in ­ 
v olv ed behin d the cold statistical 
data, the federation research staff 
has probed deeper, with the re­ 
su lts showin g that the reaction 
cov ers a broad spectru m that in ­ 
clu des n ot on ly in creased au to­ 
mation , bu t depriv ation for the 
han dicapped an d teen -age worker, 
redu ced farm in come, an d pos­ 
sibly higher con su mer prices. 
A bev erage distribu tor in the 
Rocky Mou n tain states employ in g 
30 people reports, “ We are n ow 
pay in g $1.40 per hou r for people 
to sort bottles an d paper carton s. 
This is work we u sed to hire high 
school boy s to do.” This firm goes 
on then to report, to av oid pay in g 
this rate for this task, an d also 
to av oid ov ertime, they are in ­ 
stallin g this y ear some $60.000 
worth of machin ery to do this 
work, an d will then redu ce their 
employ men t by a min imu m of 
15 per cen t. 
A lau n dry own er in a cen tral 
midwest town of less than 25.000 
popu lation employ in g 40 people, 
reports bein g forced to lay off 
fiv e people with more to be dis­ 
missed. He reports, “ Prior to the 
presen t min imu m wage law we 
had sev eral person s . . . slow 
thin kin g 
an d 
slow 
in 
phy sical 
mov emen t. We had tau ght them 
to do a specific job. They did the 
work at a slow produ ction rate— 
an d earn ed abou t 7 5 cen ts per 
hou r. This rather small in come 
en abled them to be self-su pport­ 
in g. In term s of produ ctiv ity their 
wages were equ al to employ es 
earn in g $1.25 per hou r. The 7 5 
cen ts per hou r was all that these 
people were phy sically able to 
produ ce. These people hav e been 
u n able to fin d work sin ce leav in g 
u s. Now the sad part is that we 
will be forced to lay off some 
more of ou r margin al people . . . 
that hav e been with the compan y 
for y ears.” 
This operation also reports it 
bou ght ou t the cu stomers of an ­ 
other 
lau n dry 
that 
had 
been 
forced ou t of bu sin ess by the 
min imu m wage laws bu t su bse­ 
qu en tly has lost more of this 
patron age, 
n ot 
to 
profession al 
competition , 
bu t 
becau se 
the 
hou sewife, resistin g higher prices 
has either tu rn ed to home lau n dry 
or coin -operated lau n dry serv ice. 
An other lau n dry an d dry clean ­ 
in g operation in a wheat belt town 
of less than 6,000 popu lation , em ­ 
ploy in g cu rren tly 20 people, re­ 
ports 
the min imu m wage law 
forced it to lay off six fu ll-time 
employ es 
an d 
two 
part-time 
workers. 
The own er reports he has a 10 
y ear loan from the Small Bu si­ 
n ess Admin istration to en able him 
to han dle school 
lau n dry con ­ 
tracts. 
Howev er, 
he 
cou ld n ot 
m eet the n ew min imu m wage 
requ ired to hold the con tracts 
an d so lost them. This bu sin ess 
is hopefu l of retain in g the presen t 
redu ced workin g force by goin g 
in to n ew operation s su ch as ru g 
an d carpet clean mg. He writes. 


“We don ’t feel the high econ omy 
an d profit has reached u s ou t 
here in the cou n try , bu t cdsts 
hav e magn ified, giv in g a squ eeze 
affect to the small operator.” 


A restau ran t operator in u pper 
New York state cu ren tly employ ­ 
in g abou t 50 after droppin g fou r, 
is con siderin g fu rther cu ts that 
may resu lt in droppin g an other 15 
employ es. The own er reports, “ In 
an y serv ice bu sin ess su ch as a 
food ou tlet, the min imu m wage 
will cripple the earn in gs of u n ­ 
skilled labor su ch as kitchen help, 
dishwashers, bu s boy s, etc. We 
will be forced to u se paper in ­ 
stead of chin a in order to keep 
prices low en ou gh so that the 
people can afford to eat with u s 
. . . cau sed u s to look at aspects 
of the in du stry su ch as take-ou t 
serv ice which will en able u s to 
w'ork efficien tly with 15 fewer em ­ 
ploy es.” 


A small bakery in a mou n tain 
state town ex plain s that while the 
first of the week is slack, an d the 
n eed for help at a min imu m, the 
work load comes at the en d of the 
week, obligatin g pay in g ov ertime 
for an y work after eight hou is 
in on e day . in stead of bein g able 
to av erage ou t ov er the en tire 
week. He fu rther reports, “The 
min imu m wage v irtu ally elimin ­ 
ates appren ticeships as n ew em­ 
ploy es are a detrim en t to me to 
pay them while takin g u p my 
time teachin g them. The min i- 


i mu m wage law is goin g to close 
man y small bu sin esses in clu din g 
! my own . which has an an n u al pay ­ 
roll of n ear $15.000 ” 


A dru ggist in a New Y’ork City 
su bu rb reports. “ I hav e u sed sev ­ 
eral stu den ts to do men ial tasks 
I su ch as shov elin g sn ow, win dow 
washin g, sweepin g floors, etc., hu t 
can ’t afford them at $150 prr 
hou r. The clau se allowin g the spe­ 
cial permit for this at $1.25 does 
n ot help, as it allows on ly 10 pef 
cen t of the employ es to work a I 
$1.25 per hou r.” 


A bu sin ess that 
does 
n ot y et 
kn ow how to cope with the min i* 
I mu m wage law is located in the 
grain belt, operatin g a grain an d 
feed bu sin ess with 15 employ es. 
The problem here is that the com­ 
petition is with cooperativ es. As 
the own er wirtes. “ We come u n - 
; der the wage an d hou rs lawr be- 
! cau se we hire more than fou r 
employ es. We hav e an elev ator 
in three differen t town s. Thu s ou r 
pay roll is figu red ou t of on e of­ 
fice. In these other town s ou r 
competitors are n ot in clu ded in 
the law as they hav e less than 
fou r employ ees. To me it seems 
ridicu lou s that two bu sin esses of 
the same n atu re are bou n d *hy dif­ 
feren t i*u les. When are we goin g 
; to sen d people to Washin gton who 
are men en ou gh to stan d u p an d 
sav ru les shou ld be the same for 
all u n der the same con dition s.” 


A Florida citru s packer who 
n ormally employ s 50 people is cu t­ 
tin g down 
employ men t 
rapidly 
an d at the same tim e is also re­ 
du cin g the qu an tity of fru it han d­ 
led for con cen trated 
ju ice. 
He 
writes. “We are faced with the 
possibility of some of ou r lower 
grade fmit 
goin g 
to 
econ omic 
aban don men t. Some citru s fru it 
n ow bein g deliv ered to processors 
will n ot pay ou t the cost of pick­ 
in g an d deliv erin g the fru it mu ch 
less the cost of produ ction . The 
Fair Labor Stan dards Act shou ld 
be repealed.” 


From all parts of the n ation 
come equ ally as detailed reports 
of the phy sically han dicapped be­ 
in g thrown ou t of work, of bu s­ 
in esses closin g, of au tomation be­ 
in g in stall« ! to cu t down on labor 
costs, an d ev en of farm 
pro­ 
du cts goin g to W'aste rather than 
bein g processed, du e to the n ew 
wage an d hou rs law.

for founder is Harriett Lee, born 
in 1859 in Nicolaus, Calif. The 
chamber of commerce in Wood­ 
land, Calif., a town where Miss 
Lee lived most of her life, of­ 
fered their claim this year by 
stating “ Extensive research these 
past two years has led us to 
claim the founding of this na­ 
tional day here.” 


The names of Miss Jarvis and 
Miss Lee are not the only en­ 
tries. 
Persistent 
claims 
come 
from circles holding Julia Ward 
Howe, 
author 
of 
“ The 
Battle 
Hymn of the Republic.” as the 
first to promote the idea. 


The name Mary Towles Sasseen 
is put forth by those who say 
that in 1887 the Kentucky school­ 
teacher 
instigated 
the national 
event with musical programs in 
which her pupils saluted their 
mothers. 


Today, the hometown of Anna 
Jarvis, Grafton, W. Va., boasts 
of being “ the home of the in­ 
spiration and author of Mother’s 
Day.” On the third anniversary 
of her mother's death—the second 
Sunday in May, 19 08—Miss Jarvis 
prompted a special service at a 
church in Grafton. Her mother 
taught at the church for 20 years 
and had, for the duration, con­ 
ducted services each year hon­ 
oring the mothers of her pupils. 
Miss Jarvis also is credited with 
persuading the city fathers of j School Class of 19 57 serving on 


Philadelphia, 
where 
she 
lived 
most of her life, to declare a 
citv-wide Mother’s Day in 19 08. 
In 19 10, at her urging. West Vir­ 
ginia made the day a state-wide 
holiday.

greatest source of the country’s 
strength and inspiration.” 
Anne Jarvis died in a rest home 
near Philadelphia, 
nearly blind 
and penniless. 
Clippings dated 19 23 from the 
Sacramento Bee report it was in 
19 03 that Miss Lee suggested the 
Mother’s Day observance. 
A column from the newspaper 
read, in part: “ It so happens that 
Mother’s Day . . . was originated 
by a Woodland resident who still 
lives among us. It was back in 
19 03 that the state convention of 
Native Daughters was being held 
in Red Bluff. It was at this con­ 
vention, to which Miss Lee was 
a delegate, that she suggested the 
Mother’s 
Day 
observance. 
The 
proposal met with instant favor.” 
This column and other clippings 
from California reported that in 
19 09 the observance “ had become 
so general throughout California” 
that Gov. Jam es N. Gillette set 
aside the second Sunday in May 
as Mother’s Day. 
There is another chapter in the 
history of Mother’s Day, more 
obscure, but useful in modera­ 
ting the edge of provincial argu­ 
ment: as far back as the Seven­ 
teenth Century it was a Christian 
practice to pay homage to moth­ 
erhood on the fourth Sunday in 
Lent. 
it was called “ Mothering Sun­ 
day.”

Master Sgt. Leonard J. Stang. 
who departed Vietnam recently 
after a year’s tour of duty as op­ 
erations sergeant of the .Army’s 
big motor pool in Saigon, was 
an “ uncle” in every sense to the 
Vietnamese family he befriended. 


Late last year, Vuong Do Due, 
a motor pool employe for nearly 
two years, was driving Sgt. Stang 
on a vehicle inspection. While 
out on the road, Vuong received 
grim news; a sudden blaze had 
destroyed 
his 
home, 
severely 
burning his wife and killing one 
of his eight children. 
Vuong’s oldest child, a 16-vear- 
old girl, was seriously injured 
when she jumped from a second 
story window in a successful ef­ 
fort to rescue her 14-month-old 
sister. 
Stang, a burly 37-year-old na­ 
tive of Dixon, who helped run 
one of the largest and busiest 
motor pools in the entire Army, 
went to bat for his Vietnamese 
employe. He made arrangements 
for Vuong’s wife and daughter 
to be admitted for treatment by 
the West German hospital ship, 
Helgoland, moored on the Saigon 
River near downtown Saigon. 
Next, Stang contacted the head 
to U.S. Army Headquarters Area 
Command’s Civic Actions pro­ 
gram. Lt. Col. Jim Davis, and 
explained the situation. Col. Da­ 
vis began efforts which were to 
result in sufficient supplies to re­ 
build not only Vuong’s house, but 


The American Red Cross came 
up with the children’s clothing 
Stang needed to replace items 
which had been burned beyond 
use. Two motor pool soldiers, 
Spec. 4 Joseph A. Cappadonna, 
20, of Boston and Spec. 4 Ray­ 
mond J. Gordon, a 
22-year-old 
Brooklyn native, joined the cause. 
They

crates and then salvaging usable 
lumber. 


Vuong’s wife died recently, de­ 
spite several months of intensive 
care. His henoic oldest daughter 
has made a complete recovery. 
Vuong will soon start construc­ 
tion of his new house, having 
lived with relatives while his wife 
was being treated. He has ce­ 
ment. nails, tin roofing and car­ 
penter’s tools, to go with some

Third o f a Series 
Gro wth in Scho o l Enro llment 


By STANLEY WEBER 
Superintendent o f Scho o ls 
This article will focus attention 
on 
both 
actual 
and 
projected 
school enrollments for the entire 
school district. Other articles in 
this series will analyze our school 
housing problems on a building 
basis. 
The 
enrollment 
figures 
are 
taken from the school directories 
published and distributed to all 
students’ homes each fall. The 
1958 school year through the 1966- 
67 year is selected because our 
newest buildings, Grand Detour 
and Madison, opened in 1958. (See 
Table). 
Public school total enrollment 
increased 721 students in this 
9-year period and the high school 
increased 355. Total parochial en­ 
rollment increased 144. 


There are at least two reasons 
that enrollment in the parochial 
schools is important to planning 
by the public schools. First, over 
50 per cent of the eighth grade 
graduates at St. Mary’s attend 
Dixon High School. Second, the 
opening of St. Anne’s School in 
1964 relieved the crowded condi­ 
tions which were developing at 
Washington and Jefferson. Future 
building onto that school would 
again affect public school plans 
at these schools. 


Observ a tio ns Abo ut Enro llment 


The following points about the 
enrollment figures listed above j 
are called to your attention. 
| 


1. The enrollment at Grand De-' 
torn- increased 67 in the 1963-64! 
school year because of a boun- 1 
dary change. 


2. Jefferson enrollment varied 
considerably from 1962-1965 be­ 
cause the kindergarten classroom 
was removed at the beginning of 
the 1963-64 year, moved back to 
Jefferson in 1964-65, and removed 
again in 1965-66. 


3. 
Madison 
enrollment 
was 
down in 1963-64 because a kinder­ 
garten classroom (about 60 chil­ 
dren) was moved to South Cen­ 
tral School. 


4. Enrollment at Lincoln School 
was decreased in the 1965-66 and 
1966-67 school years because one 
kindergarten class was moved. 


5. South Central enrollment has 
increased since 1963-64 because 
kindergarten classes have bee.i 
moved in and out as the need 
arose from Jefferson, 
Lincoln, 
Madison and Washington.
